Petitioner is entitled to receive temporary and permanent alimony and an award of 
attorney's fees from Respondent.

Petitioner further shows that she is entitled to an equitable division of the marital property of 
the parties and to be awarded her separate, non-marital property.

Petitioner is entitled to a divorce from Respondent upon the ground that the marriage 
between the parties is irretrievably broken, as defined in O.C.G.A. §19-5-3(13), there being no hope 
of reconciliation of the parties, and it being in the best interest of all parties concerned that this 
marriage be terminated by divorce.

Petitioner is hopeful the parties will reach an agreement settling all issues pending between 
them; however, if such an agreement cannot be reached, Petitioner reserves the right to amend this 
Petition accordingly. 

WHEREFORE, Petitioner prays: 



(a) That process issue and the Respondent be served with a copy of the 
Summons and Petition for Divorce as allowed by law; 

(b) That the Standing Order of this Court issue; 

(c) That Petitioner be granted a total divorce upon legal principles; that is, a 
divorce a vinculo matrimonii : 

(d) That Petitioner be awarded temporary and permanent alimony from 
Respondent; 

(e) That Petitioner be awarded temporary and permanent attorney's fees from 
Respondent; 

(f) That Petitioner be awarded an equitable division of the marital property of 
the parties and to be awarded her separate, non-marital property;
